The  fighting  Franklin  Panthers,  suffering  from  the  loss  of  sixteen  senior  lettermen,  faced  the  opening 
game  of  the  new  football  season  with  only  eight  lettermen  returning  from  last  year’s  squad.  Faced  with 
building  a  new  football  team,  Gene  Styles’  Panthers  played  host  to  the  strong  non-conference  Georgia 
Industrial  foe  in  the  opening  game  of  the  season.  Although  the  Panthers  dominated  the  statistics,  they 
began  an  eight  game  losing  streak  by  falling  on  the  short  end  of  a  7-0  defensive  battle.  A  Clayton,  Ga. 
powerhouse  eleven  defeated  Franklin  the  following  week,  34-7.  The  Panther-men  next  played  host  to  the 
highly-rated  Andrews  team  in  their  first  conference  game  of  the  year.  In  a  bruising,  hard-hitting  contest, 
the  Panthers  were  shutout,  19-0. 

The  Franklin  team  then  started  a  three  game  road  trip  by  traveling  to  Sylva  for  an  important  conference 
clash.  The  Panthers  fell  prey  to  Sylva’s  strong  running  attack,  losing  by  the  score  of  27-12.  The  following 
week,  still  looking  for  their  first  win,  the  Panthers  traveled  to  Hayesville  with  hopes  of  breaking  their 
four  game  losing  streak.  But  the  hard-luck  eleven  failed  to  overcome  Hayesville’s  two  first-half  touch¬ 
downs  and  lost  their  fifth  straight  game,  13-0.  In  their  next  outing,  an  away  game,  the  struggling  Panthers 
were  whitewashed  by  Reynolds,  33-0.  The  following  week,  in  a  home  game,  Robbinsville  breezed  by  the 
Styles-Corbin-coached  men,  46-13.  Arch-rival  Swain  then  humiliated  the  winless  Panthers  by  the  score  of 
39-0. 

Playing  host  to  the  Clyde  Cardinals  in  their  next  outing,  the  Panthers  burst  out  of  a  year-long  slump, 
displaying  tremendous  offensive  power  in  scoring  more  points  in  one  quarter  than  in  the  combined  previous 
eight  games,  while  romping  to  an  impressive  53-13  win.  Traveling  to  Murphy  after  a  week’s  rest,  the 
Panthers  pulled  the  S.M.C.’s  upset  of  the  year  by  coming  from  behind  to  nip  the  Bulldogs,  24-21,  in  the 
season’s  finale  for  both  teams.

Under  the  leadership  of  their  new  coach,  Miss  Gail 
Anderson,  the  Franklin  Pantherettes  opened  the  1964-1965 
basketball  season  with  only  two  lettering  seniors  return¬ 
ing  to  the  squad.  Handicapped  by  lack  of  experience,  the 
girls  were  defeated  in  the  season’s  opener,  57-37,  by  the 
non-conference  Murphy  powerhouse.  Recovering  from  this 
opening  defeat,  the  Pantherettes  have  since  shown  steady 
improvement  with  each  game,  and  as  the  yearbook  goes  to 
press,  stand  first  in  conference  play  with  a  10-3  overall 
record.  Following  the  Murphy  game,  the  Franklin  lasses 
defeated  Clayton,  Ga.,  by  the  score  of  46-31.  Traveling 
to  Sylvathey  then  demolished  their  opponents,  52-16.  The 
following  week  Cherokee’s  girls  put  up  a  strong  fight, 
but  fell  on  the  short  end  of  a  36-26  score.  Franklin  then 
Squeezed  by  Swain  High  39-37  in  a  come-from-behind 
last-second  victory.  Playing  host  to  Murphy  in  the  next 
outing,  the  girls  again  were  defeated  by  the  Bulldogs, 
67-32.  The  Anderson-coached  lasses  then  edged 
Waynesville  and  Rabun  Gap  by  the  scores  of  4034  and 
43-42,  respectively.  Traveling  to  Clayton  the  next  week, 
the  girls  lost  a  49-46  thriller  in  a  non-conference  game. 
In  the  following  games,  the  fighting  Pantherettes  whipped 
Nantahala  44-31,  Rabun  Gap  44-35,  and  Highlands  57-31. 
In  their  last  outing  before  the  yearbook  goes  to  press, 
Franklin  strengthened  its  hold  on  first  place  by  dowing 
Glenville  47-25. 


Led  by  Coach  Tom  Raby,  who  has  compiled  an  excellent  won-lost  record  at 
Franklin  in  the  past  years,  the  Franklin  Panthers  impressively  beat  Murphy  72-38, 
in  the  season’s  opener  for  both  teams.  In  a  home  contest  played  before  a  capacity 
crowd,  the  Panthers  knocked  off  Clayton  by  the  score  of  53-41  before  losing  to 
Sylva’s  Golden-Eagles,  71-62.  Coming  back  from  their  first  loss  of  the  season, 
Franklin  whipped  Cherokee  81-67  and  then  stomped  arch-rival  Swain  68-34.  Play¬ 
ing  host  to  Murphy  in  their  next  outing  the  Raby-coached  men  breezed  by  the  Bull¬ 
dogs  by  the  score  of  83-55.  They  then  edged  Waynesville  59-44  and  continued 
their  winning  streak  by  downing  Georgia  foes  Rabun  Gap  and  Clayton,  by  the 
scores  of  70-58  and  57-44.  Franklin  then  bowed  to  Cullowhee  78-61  in  their  second 
conference  loss  of  the  season.  Bouncing  back,  they  once  again  defeated  Rabun 
Gap,  81-42,  before  knocking  off  Highlands  57-31.  Franklin’s  fighting  Panthers 
then  trounced  Glenville  by  the  score  of  104-49.  As  the  yearbook  goes  to  press, 
the  Panthers  stand  11-2  overall,  tied  for  second  place  in  the  conference,  with 
Panther  fans  and  players  looking  forward  to  seeing  much  more  action  before  the 
season  ends.
